(Effective date of the award : 5th December, 1992). 

On 5th December, 1992, Second Lieutenant Rakesh Singh, 
officiating Commander of a Company of 22 Grenadiers, was 
leading a cordon and search operation in Padarpur village, 
Pulwaraa District of Jammu & Kashmir to apprehend Paki¬ 
stan trained militants operating in that area. Approximately 
at 02^ hours while deploying the troops South West of 
Padarpur village, he was informed by the leading Company 
about the escape of a group of militants towards South of 
Padarpur. Though short of manpower, the officer reacted 
swiftly and rush^ to the said area with the three available 
men of his unit. After seeing the group led by 2nd Lt. 
Rakesh Singh coming towards them the inilitants took_ defen¬ 
sive position and started firing with Universal Machine-gun 
and AK-56 Rifles. Undeterred by the heavy fire, the officer 
launched a determined counter attack .on the militants and 
killed two of them single handedly. The militants, comple¬ 
tely surprised by this swift attack, retreated and, thereafter, 
started outflanking one of the men accompanying the officer. 
2nd Lt. Singh immeffiately saw that one of his nien was in 
grave danger and the only way he could save him was to 
move to a better position, which involved crossing the m'li- 
tants line of fire. Placing his own life in jeopardy, this officer 
ran through the barrage tff the militants fire and received 
bullet injuries in his right arm and left shoulder. Undeterred 
by these injuries, he got up from the ground, where he had 
fallen and charged directly at the militants and killed three 
more of them. He continued firing at the militants till he 
succumbed to his injuries. Inspired by their officer’s bravery, 
the jawans of his unit killed the remaining three militants. 
In this operation, considerable quantities of weapons and 
ammunition were captured from the militants. 


By his heroic action, which resulted in all the militants 
being killed, 2nd Lt. Rakesh Singh displayed the most cons¬ 
picuous bravery, setting a shining example of loyalty and 
devotion.

The grant of Licence is subject to the term and conditions

Subject :— Regrant of Petroleum Exploration Licence to Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission for Krishna Goda¬ 
vari Basin Block I B area measuring 1167.50 sq. 
kms. {Offshore) 

No. O-12012/37/92-ONG.D. IV.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause (i) of Rules 5 of the Petroleum and 
Natural Gas Rules, 1959, the Central Government hereby 
grants to the Oil and Natural Gas Commission, Tel Bhavan, 
Dehradun (herein after referred to as Commission), a 
Petroleum Exploration Licence to prospect for petroleum 
for four years from 22nd October, 1992 (22-10-1992) for 
Krishna Godavari Basin Block I B (Offshore) area measuring 
1167.50 sq. kms., the particulars of which are given in 
Schedule ‘A’ annexed hereto. 

The grant of Licence is subject to the term and conditions 
mentioned below :— 

(a) The Exploration Licence should be in respect of 
Petroleum. 


fb) If any minerals are found during the exploration 
work, the Commission should bring that to the notice 
of the Central Government with full particulars 
thereof. 


(c) Royalty at the rate mentioned below shall be char¬ 
ged :— 


(i) Rs. 314/- per metric tonne or such rates as 
may be fixed by the Central Government from 
time to time on all crude oil and casing-head 
condensate. 


(ii) In case of natural gas, at such rates as may 
be fixed by the Central Government from time 
to time. 


The royalty shall be paid to the Pay and 
Accounts Officer, Ministry of Petroleum & 
Natural Gas, New Delhi. 


(d) The Commission shall within the first 30 days of 
every month, furnish to the Central Government, 
a full proper return showing the quantity and gross 
value of all crude oil, casing-head condensate and 
natural gas obtained during the preceding month 
in pursuance of the licence. The return shall be 
in the form given in Schedule ‘B’ annexed hereto. 


(e) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 50,000/- 
as security as required by rule 11 of the P&NG 
Rules, 1959. 


(f) The Commission shall pay every year- in advance 
a fee in respect of the licence calculated at the 
following rates for each square kilometre or part 
thereof covered by the licence :— 

(i) Rs. 8/- for the first year of the licence; 

(ii) Rs. 40/- for the second year of the licence; 

(iii) Rs. 200/- for the third year of the licence; 

(iv) Rs. 400/- for the fourth year of the licence; 

(v) Rs. 600/- for the first and second year of 
renewal. 


(g) The Commission shall be at liberty to determine 
the relinquishing of any part of the area covered by 
the exploration licence by giving not less than two 
month’s notice in writing to the Central Govern¬ 
ment as required by sub-rule (3) of the rule 11 of 
the Petroleum & Natural Gas Rules, 1959. 

(h) The Commission shall immediately on demand sub- 
mti to Central Government confidentially a full 
report of the Geological data of all the minerals 
found during the exploration of oil and natural gas 
and shall submit without fail every six months the 
results of all operations, boring and exploration to 
the Central Government. 

(i) The Commission shall take preventive measures 

against the hazards of fire under sea bed and/or 
on the surface and shall keep such equipment, 
supplies and means to extinguish the fire at all times 
and shall pay such compensation to third party 
and/or Government as may be determined in case 
of damage due to the fire. - ■ 

(j) This exploration licence shall be subject to the pro¬ 
visions of the Oil Fields (Regulation and Develop¬ 
ment) Act, 1948 (53 of 1948) and the Petroleum 
and Natural Gas Rules, 1959. 


(k) The Commission shall execute a deed of the Petro¬ 
leum Exploration Licence in the form applicable 
to offshore areas as approved by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 


(1) The Commission should render. Bathymetric, bottom 
samples, Current and magnatic data collected during 
the drilling/exploration operations/survey, to Minis¬ 
try of Defence, Naval Headquarters in the usual 
manner. 


(m) The Commission should ensure security of oceano¬ 
graphic data. 


(n) The entire data is processed in India. 


(o) Foreign vessels if deployed for survey, are to under¬ 
go naval security inspection by a team of Indian 
Navy Specialists Officers prior to commencement of 
survey. A minimum of one month notice about the 
arrival of such vessel in India is to be given to 
facilitate deputation of the Inspection team. 

(p) A complete set of oceanographic data collected by 
the Commission in this area is made available free 
of cost to the Ministry of Defence /Chief Hydro- 
grapher.

10. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in four separate lists, in the order of ment, 
as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate, and in that order so many candidates as are 
found by the Commission to be qualified by the examination 
shall be recommended for appointment upto the number 
of unreserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results 
of the examination in respective Cadres/Service.

m the reserved quota, .subject to the fitness of these candi¬ 
dates for selection to the service, irrespactive of their ranks 
in the order of merit at the examination. 

NOTE : Candidates should clearly understand that this 
is a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The 
number of persons to be appointed to Grade ‘D’ of the Ser¬ 
vice on the result of the examination is entirely within 
the competence of Governnient to decide. No candidate 
Will, therefore, have any cla m for appointment a.s a Steno¬ 
graphers Grade ‘D’ on the basis of his performance in this 
examination as a matter of right. 

H. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the. Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

12. Success in the examination confers no right to selection, 
unless the Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate, having 
regard to his conduct in service, is suitable in all respects 
for selection. 

A candidate who, after applying for admission to the exa¬ 
mination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
or otherwise quits the service or services his connection with 
it, or whose services are terminated by his Department or 
who is appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another service 
on transfer amd does not have a lien in the cadre i^rvice 
concerned will not be eligible for appointment on the residts 
of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a candidate who has 
been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with, the 
approv^ of the competent authority.

APPENDIX-1 
SCHEME OF THE EXAMINATION 

Candidate will be given one dictation test in English or 
in Hindi at 80 words per minute for 10 minutes. The candi¬ 
dates who opt to take the test in English will be required 
to transcribe the matter in 65 minutes and the candidates 
who opt to take the test in Hindi will be required to trans¬ 
cribe the matter in 75 minutes respectively. The shorthand 
test will carry a maximum of 300 marks. 

NOTE : Candidates who opt to take the shorthand tests 
in Hindi will be required to learn English Stenography and 
vice versa, after their appointment. 

2. Candidates will be required to transcribe their short¬ 
hand notes on typewriters and for this puprose, they will be 
required to bring their own typewriters with them.
